Matsui christens Space Center plans

of California on Nov. 30 at Sacramento 
Hall. 


The center will be located on the

“Destination 2010,” — Sacramento State 
President Alexander Gonzalez’s plan to 
transform the university from a com- 
muter college to a flagship university. 

Matsui described the projected 
designs of the building and the benefits 
that it would bring to Sac State and the 
surrounding areas.

Paul Zingg — president of Chico 
State University since 2004, long- 
time sports historian and publisher of 
several books and nearly 100 articles 
on American higher education — has 
now acquired a new title: student 
scholarship benefactor. 

For 23 years, Zingg has steadily, 
but quietly, given 10 percent of his 
income back to students, said Joe 
Wills, director of public affairs at 
Chico. 

Recently, Zingg’s generosity has 


received attention in light of the Oct. 
27 CSU Board of Trustees’ executive 
salary increases. As his salary was 
bumped 14.6 percent, to $237,756, 
and housing stipend up 
ENSEDE $20,000, to $50,000, 
eee Zingg increased his 
Editorial: = student +endowment 
Gonzalez fund to $60,000.

Zingg said since he had already 
been supporting the scholars pro-

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The new building will contain an 
observatory with solar and astronomical 
telescopes, high-volume lab servers, a 
planetarium and a hands-on science 
exploration center for Sac State students 
and students from the community. 

“T am very excited to see the initial 
concepts for Sacramento State’s new 
Science and Space Center and planetar- 
ium,’ Matsui said. “They demonstrate

Matsui also told how she and her 
late husband, Rep. Robert Matsui, 
helped to get $1.5 million for the proj- 
ect, $950,000 of which was granted 
from the House of Representatives a 
few weeks ago.

RWEC 
plans 
may be 
altered

The Recreation Wellness and Events Center will be 
completed by the Destination 2010 deadline, and the $25 
million in donations needed to help fund the project will be 
in within one year, said Sacramento State President 
Alexander Gonzalez. 

“T think that fundraising is going well,” he said. “TI think 
within the next year, I’m positive, we'll have the $25 mil- 
lion. The additional cost will not come out of student fees. 
If we need support, we’ll find something out there.” 

Gonzalez promised to raise $25 million before a $110 
student-approved semester fee to fund the RWEC goes into 
effect. So far, the university has received more than $13 
million in donations. 

Recent estimates from school administrators have sur- 
passed $100 million for the project, but Gonzalez is think- 
ing more between $50 and $60 million, he said. 

“We will do what’s called value engineering if the cen- 
ter goes beyond budget,” he said. ““A good example would 
be the parking structure that is now being built. That was 
originally scheduled to be a 3,200 parking space garage.” 
But by the time it was ready to build, the cost of materials 
had increased and 100 parking spots were cut to stay in 
budget, he said. | 

Gonzalez is unsure of what would be eliminated from 
the RWEC if building costs increase. 

“We know we need lockers, showers, basketball courts, 
a cardiovascular area and things like that,” Gonzalez said. 
“Other things, like the bowling alley, it will depend.” But 
this doesn’t necessarily mean that an area will be cut com- 
pletely from the final plans, Gonzalez said. The area may 
just be altered. 

‘For the showers we would look into the cost of plumb- 
ing, tile and everything that goes into it,” he said. “We may 
need to scale down from 300 to 200 showers. But we 
haven’t really talked about what to eliminate because we

Two former Sacramento 
State football players accused

Brendan “Bo” DeLapp, 

19, and Westy Guill, 18, face 
14 felony counts and four mis- 
demeanors after a Nov. 9 inci- 
dent on Highway 16 that left 
one man, Parish Compton, 
with serious injuries to his’ 
head and face. 

Amador County District 
Attorney Todd Riebe said that 
the defendant’s attorney had 
asked for a bail reduction but 
was denied during a hearing. 

According to Riebe, two 
things are considered at a bail 
reduction hearing: Public safe- 
ty and whether the defendants 
are a flight risk. 

The judge denied the bail reduction out of concern for 
public safety based on the seriousness of the offense and 
the injuries that occurred to the victim, Riebe said. 

DeLapp and Guill admitted to throwing up to 25 rocks 
from their car at oncoming traffic on the highway, Riebe 
said. 

“If they had so much remorse, the time to show it 
would have been after Compton’s car crashed,” Riebe said. 
“They didn’t go back and assist the victim or call 911; in

Visit www.csusresistance.org and you make 
think you happened to fall upon an alternative uni- 
verse — a place where Gonzalez is the oligarch fur- 
thering the university’s capitalist agenda, and where 
commentary is colored with satire and titles such as 
“Devastation 2010,” “It’s Good to Be King” and 
‘He came for the chickens first” are offered up as 
reading material. 

The Web site, which labels itself as an “alterna- 
tive perspective” and a “work of satire,” first 
appeared this semester using a spoof on the new Sac 
State logo — turning the “S” torch into a money sign 
and using the word capitalism in place of leadership. 

The content of the Web site includes commentary 
on the Oct. 27 CSU Board of Trustees’ move to raise 
student fees and boost executive salaries; a timeline 
that traces the “The Corporatization of CSUS;” the 
story of how Gonzalez cleansed the campus of the 
chickens and the military takeover of Sac State. 

The mastermind behind the Web site is history 
and humanities graduate student James Banyai — 
who just recently revealed his identity. Banyai is an 
alumnus of Sac State, receiving his undergraduate 
degree in humanities. 

On the Web site, Banyai said because he is an 
alumnus, and fifth year student, he has a vested 
interest in the university and has created the alterna- 
tive Web site to “provoke discussion on the campus 
and within the community about these issues and to 
encourage reform.” 


Whitlatch said the Web site seemed a bit shrill, but 
had the redeeming quality of creativity. 

“It’s the sort of thing you expect to see in a uni- 
versity Web site,” Whitlatch said. “At least it shows 
people care about the campus — that’s important.” 

Undeclared sophomore Brian Hall said he 
thought the Web site was informative and was most 
interested in the commentary about Gonzalez’s pay 
increase and the money he spent on redecorating his 
office. 

“It was funny and it didn’t come out like they 
were just complaining — they really put some 
thought into it,” Hall said. 

Simone Boden, first year transfer business stu- 
dent, said she had heard rumblings of the resistance 
Web site during a women studies class and said she 
wished those behind the Web site had done more 
advertising so she’d seen it sooner. 

Boden’s friend, nursing major Victoria Burachek, 
also took interest in the site. “We need to get more 
people to talk about it so people can do things about 
it,’ Burachek said.

The resistance site offers links to relevant articles 
in addition to a link to the UC Berkeley version of 
the Web site, called Berkeley Watch, which the site 
says discusses the corporatization and militarization 
of university campuses. 


Banyai, who goes by the pen name “Thursday,” 
after G.K. Chesterton’s novel “The Man Who Was 
Thursday,” had first envisioned the Web site to be an 
online newspaper that would be a way for faculty, 
staff and students to express criticisms about the cur- 
rent climate on campus. 

But after much research, Banyai concluded that 
since U.S. laws governing online publishing are 
strict and “designed to protect those in power,” he 
went forth as a resistance of one striving to provide 
reprieve for “the collective dissatisfaction, appre- 
hension and frustration present throughout the cam- 
pus,” Banyai wrote in an e-mail.

physics professor, willed a portion of his endow- 
ment toward the center after his death in 2002. 

In Hu’s memory, a large Foucault pendulum 
will be displayed in the front part of the building. 
According to the Smithsonian Institute Web site, 
the Foucault pendulum demonstrates the Earth’s 
rotation by using laboratorial methods rather 
than astronomical observations.. 

Royal Vanderberg, a physics and astronomy 
professor, also left $200,000 to Sac State for a 
planetarium fund. 

The Science and Space Center was original- 
ly projected at $8 million, but at the press confer- 
ence, the cost had risen to $10 million. 
According to Angel Barajas, the Associated 
Students Inc. president, students will not have to 
pay for the center through their tuition fees. 

Marion O’ Leary, the dean of the College of 
Natural Sciences and Mathematics, said the rea- 
son for the $2 million increase is due to the 
Science and Space Center “being a larger project 
than originally thought.” 

He also commented that until the design is 


completely finished and construction is set to 
begin, the cost would not be definite. 
O’Leary and Randy Phelps, a professor of the 


| Astronomy and Physics Department, came up 


with the idea of a new space center four years 
ago. 

“Our goal is to teach students astronomy and 
to get them interested in other types of sci- 
ences,” Phelps said. “The Science and Space 
Center will entice students to come to Sac 
State.” 

The estimated start of construction for the 
Science and Space Center is spring of 2007, 
according to O’Leary. 

The center will be to the west of Shasta Hall 


and an entry plaza will face the residential halls. : 


O’Leary said one of the problems that the 
design team of the center is working on is the 
path from the residential halls to the campus. As 
the design is arranged now, students walking 
from the dormitories would have to walk around 
the center to get to classes. 

This problem will be solved by the time that 
construction begins in early 2007.

Continued from A1 
mitment toward students. _ 

The competitive Presidential Scholars pro- 
gram at Chico, which was founded in 1995, 
awards $1,000 to many incoming freshmen 
who have achieved academic excellence, in 
addition to awarding 10 four-year scholar- 
ships to top applicants. 

Thomas Whitcher, president of Associated 
Students at Chico, praised Zingg for his dedi- 
cation to students. 

“Tt speaks a lot about President Zingg as a 
person — he’s very student-centered and also 
puts students first,” Whitcher said. “It reflects 
his philosophy and his thinking.” 3 

Whitcher said that Zingg made the best out 
of a worst situation brought on by the trustees 
— which included a student undergraduate fee 
increase of 8 percent — when he moved to give 
some of his raise back to students. 

Sacramento State President Alexander 
Gonzalez said he disagrees with the student 
fee increase and said he thinks “Every quali- 
fied student in the state should receive a free 
education.” 

~ Gorizalez was not available to comment 


‘about Zinge’s recent endowment contribution, 
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but Frank Whitlatch, director of Public Affairs 
at Sac State, said, “We try to just speak for 
ourselves, and we’ll let other presidents speak 
for themselves.” 

Gonzalez, who also received a raise — an 
increase of 13.3 percent to $255,024, and 
increase in housing allowance to $60,000 — 
said that although he didn’t have concrete 
plans for the money, he would continue to 
work hard and put it to good use in the com- 
petitive California housing market. 

“I have a mortgage where my payments 
are pretty high,” said Gonzalez at the student 
town hall meeting. 

Gonzalez said the executive salary increas- 
es were aimed at putting the CSU presidential 
salaries back on par with the national average, 
which, according to the California 
Postsecondary Education Commission, is 
$325,502. 

“The gap for university presidents is 
almost 50 percent behind of the national aver- 
age,” Gonzalez said. He said the trustees 


moved to raise the salaries by an average of | 


13.7 percent because the lack of competitive- 
ness in the presidential salaries could make it 
difficult to retain. good leadership. 
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Zingg is somewhat uncomfortable talking 
publicly about the issue because he feels it is a 
private matter and doesn’t want attention 
drawn to him, Wills said. 

“He just feels it’s the right thing to do,” 
Wills said. “He has devoted his life to higher 
education.” 

For other presidents to follow in his path is 
not Zingg’s goal, Whitcher said, but if it hap- 


“pens, it’s an added benefit. 


Before coming to Chico, Zingg was 
provost and vice president for Academic 
Affairs at California Polytechnic State 
University, San Luis Obispo from 1995 to 
2004. Before that, he served as the dean of the 
College of Liberal Arts at Cal Poly. Zingg has 
a Ph.D. in History from the University of 
Georgia, Athens and earned his undergraduate 
degree in 1968 from Belmont Abbey College 
in North Carolina.

University Transportation and 
Parking Services is investigating an 
allegedly fraudulent parking citation 
activity by one of their employees, 
said Ronald Grant, associate vice 
president of Business Operations. 
John Hamrick, an investigator with 
the Department of Public Safety, is in 
charge of the case. 

“He hasn’t given me anything yet 
and he’s still conducting the investiga- 
tion,” Grant said. 

The complaint alleges that the 
employee placed a parking ticket they 
received on another individual’s car. 
After the employee realized their 
actions had been discovered, accord- 
ing to the complaint, they allegedly 
erased the citation from the computer 
system completely. ‘ 

The complaint also claims that the 
UTAPS employee does this on a reg- 
ular basis. 

The State Hornet received an e- 
mail complaint regarding the employ- 
ee. The e-mail was also sent to 
Sacramento News & Review and 
Sacramento State President Alexander 
Gonzalez. 

The investigation of the complaint 
began more than three weeks ago. 

“My office received a report of 
impropriety regarding a UTAPS 
employee,’ said Police Sgt. Kelly 
Clark. “The exact circumstances are 
what we are looking into. The infor- 
mation came into our office and we 
assigned a police investigator to look 
into it as we do with any investigative 
complaint.” 

The investigating officer has spo- 
ken with Nancy Fox, UTAPS director, 
and she and her staff have been very 
cooperative, Clark said. Fox was not 
in her office last week and was 
unavailable for comment. 

“There is no indication of any 
improper conduct at this time,” Clark 
said. “A case of this nature typically 
doesn’t take that long to resolve if we 
are able to speak with all the parties 
involved.”

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Davis murder mystery has new focus

any “cold cases” are never solved. Sure, 


there seems to be. plenty of them being 
solved on TV, but in reality most cases sim- ° 


ply become a file folder covered in dust. 

The 1980 UC Davis sweetheart murders is a case 
that had, until recently, remained “cold” for over 20 
years. 

In “Justice Waits,” a book written by Joel Davis 
and published this year, lays out the details of the mur- 
ders and the events that came after in a fashion simi- 
lar to a C.S.I. episode. 

On a foggy night in December 1980, two UC 
Davis students were abducted, taken in their own van 
to Rancho Cordova, Sacramento, and left in a ditch. 
The young man, John Riggins, was severely injured 
but still alive. His girlfriend, Sabrina Gonsalves, was 
killed and left in the ditch. 

Both students were bound hand-and-foot with duct 
tape. Gonsalves’ underwear was inside-out and the 
duct tape around her legs had been cut apart. Her head 
had also been fully wrapped in duct tape. 

There was hardly any evidence at the time. There 
were the contents of the van itself, numerous sightings 
of the possible killer and a few suspicious circum- 
stances. There seemed to be no solid leads pointing to 
who could have committed this crime. 

Many things were overlooked in the investigation. 
Everything, from the questioning of supposed wit- 
nesses to the storage of evidence, seemed to have been 
done half-heartedly. The case had gone cold. 

Then, in 1987 a break came in the case. Before the 
UC Davis students’ abduction, there had been a simi- 





lar murder of a Sacramento couple by a man named 
Gerald Gallego. While this may seem like an obvious 
connection, many thought the UC Davis crime was a 
case of a copycat murderer because Gallego was 
already in jail. 

However, since the time of the murders, a small- 


‘time criminal turned informant had been pushing the 


name of David Hunt, Gallego’s half brother. With the 
case going nowhere, a second look at Hunt was in 
order. 

Through numerous theories and stretching to put 
together circumstantial evidence into a case, Yolo 
County District Attorney David Henderson managed 


to pull enough together to put Hunt, Hunt’s wife and 


two friends on trial. 

In a court case that lasted for four years — from 
1989 to 1993 — the Hunt party was believed to be the 
killers who had ended Riggins and Gonsalves’ lives at 
age 18. The Sacramento County Sheriff’s Department 
was against the trial because it had no hard evidence. 

The trial stalled. However, as new DNA technolo- 
gy was developed, a blanket found in the van was test- 
ed for signs of bodily fluid that might suggest that 
Gonsalves had been sexually assaulted. The DNA was 
found and the charges against the Hunt party were 
dropped when no matches were found. 

Once again, the case had gone cold. 

Enter reporter Joel_.Davis. Davis — who was a high 
school senior in Davis.when the murders happened — 
had felt just as shocked as everyone else in the town 
when the news came to pass. His feelings of shock 
and his journalistic curiosity would not let him leave 
the case alone. He had begun calling acquaintances 
from high school to begin a new project. Davis had 
attended junior high and high school with Riggins, 


and was determined to go through the case with a new 
eye. 53) 

He managed to be introduced to the parents of both 
Gonsalves and Riggins. Davis began the arduous task 
of sifting through a case so cold that it belonged in the 
freezer. 

It began as a one-year book-writing project and 
turned into a five-year saga of blood, sweat, tears and 
toil. As David described, it was like herding feral cats. 

Over the course of 2000 to 2005, Davis sifted 
through 150,000 pages of legal documents and 
pestered numerous people to obtain all of the informa- 
tion about the case. During those years, Davis was no 
longer just reporting the story — he became a part of it. 

“Depending on how you look at it,” he said, ‘ 
was me who broke the case.” 

‘Indeed, it seems that Davis, a reporter who saw 
himself has a conduit for the events of that fateful 


December night in 1980, was now neck-deep in the — 


story he was supposed to stay apart from. 

After being stonewalled for at least a year in trying 
to find out information about the DNA samples used 
to clear the Hunt party, Davis continued to press. 
Eventually he brought the case to the attention of 
Anne Marie Schubert, a Sacramento County prosecu- 
tor. Davis-had contacted Schubert after hearing about 
her work in another case involving a state grant for 
counties to use DNA from unsolved homicides 
involving sexual assault. That case had similar charac- 
teristics to the 1980 UC Davis murders: the victim 
was a female Sacramento State student who had been 
bound and stabbed in the throat in a similar manner to 
how Gonsalves was killed. Schubert took a look at the 
Riggins-Gonsalves case and, after speaking with 
Riggins’ mother, dove in. 


Schubert oversaw the DNA cold-hit match pro- 
gram for her unit. She went after the DNA with zeal, 
and eventually turned up a cold-hit. The DNA found 
on the blanket from the van was matched to Richard 
Joseph Hirschfield, who had recently been arrested for 
child molestation and whose DNA profile was now 
part of a national database of sexual offenders. 

The name had come out of nowhere, but suddenly 
the case was boiling hot. With a DNA match, 
Hirschfield could be brought to trial for the murders of 
Riggins and Gonsalves. 

This is the current status of the ongoing case. The 
next hearing scheduled for Jan. 10, 2006. Even though 
he was arraigned on Sept. 27, 2004, Hirschfield did 
not enter a plea until Oct. 2005. He pled “not guilty” 
to the charges of murder. 

The delay of the plea was a result of the vast 
amount of paperwork for the case. All 150,000 pages 
of legal documentation that was housed between loca- 
tions in Yolo and Sacramento Counties had to be pho- 
tocopied for use in the trial. 

As Davis wrote in his book, 
Kinko’s.” 

After 25 years, the case of two murdered UC Davis 
students is finally moving forward again. How this 
trial will turn out, no one knows. However, one thing 
is for certain: “Justice Waits” has given a voice to 
those who have none and its author could have been 
the one that got the case moving again.

RWEC: School needs fund commitments, Gonzalez says

are still in the programming phase.” 

Gonzalez is also considering other ways 
to keep costs down. 

“We are looking into a group that would 
come in and build and manage the events 
center,’ he said. “Some places have done 
this to save money but this is just one option. 
we haven’t even gotten to that point yet.” 

If budget problems do arise, the project 
architect, Facilities Management and the 
RWEC committee will re-evaluate the needs 
of the center. 

Also included in the RWEC budget is the 
demolition of the current field house, which 
currently includes coaches’ offices and meet- 
ing rooms, and construction of the new one. 

The’ cost of renovating the Alex G. 
Spanos Stadium is not included in 
Gonzalez’s estimate, which contributes to 
the difference in estimates from the begin- 
ning of the planning and now. 

“The field house is only part of the recre- 
ation center plan because we have to move it 
to put the center there;”’ Gonzalez said. “The 


stadium is a whole bunch of money and 
that’s separate.” 

To move forward with RWEC construc- 
tion, the university is not in need of cash on 
hand, Gonzalez said 

“We need irrevocable commitments,” he 
said. “Spanos pledged $10 million, we don’t 
have to worry about that. We will float cash 
bonds, we will take out the bonds and as peo- 
ple pay those off we will have the cash.” . 

The chancellor’s office will issue the 
bonds to Sac State and once the project is 
started, running out of money will not be an 
option, Gonzalez said. 

“The chancellor would not let us start thie 
project if there was a chance we would run 
out of money. We’re not a private school, we 
will have the bonds.” 

The school is also on track in the plan- 
ning and development stages of the project 
and demolition of the current field house will 
begin in spring. 

“Hopefully it will be completed sooner 
than that. It always goes slower than you 
expect but you have to go through all the 








preparations, 
drawings and 
the approval 
process;7;) he 
said. 

Though 
some students 
have protested 
the building of 
a RWEC at Sac 
State, Gonzalez 
said he still 
thinks it is the 
best choice for the campus. 

“T would argue that it is very necessary,” 
he said. “Those students may not think it is 
necessary for them but look at some of the 
problems we’re facing like obesity, health 
and wellness and longevity. It’s also a good 
way to relieve stress and it has a social envi- 
ronment. I think it’s good all the way 
around.” }

“Sac State now has a commuter feel but 
when you have a recreation wellness center 
for students they are more apt to stay around 
campus.”’ And the completion of the RWEC 
will still be a positive thing for students who 
do not support the project, Gonzalez said. 

“Even if you didn’t vote for the recreation 
center you were here when it was voted in. 
It’s the legacy that students are leaving 
behind.” 

It is also a hae that Gonzalez will be 
leaving behind, something he is already 
familiar with after six years as president at 
Cal State San Marcos. 

“When I took the job as president at San 
Marcos they didn’t have a permanent 
library,’ he said. “I had been told they would 
never have one so that was the first thing I 
started on.” 

Though it took the entire six years that 
Gonzalez was at the school, the library was 
completed shortly after he left for his current 
position at Sac State. 

And while he may be accustom to physi- 
cal changes on a college campus, it is some- 
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thing that has caused members of the Sac 
State community to express concern. 

But Gonzalez said the construction on 
campus is just one component of the 
changes. “I think the physical aspect that 
everybody has been focusing on is just one 
part of the campus. Those are things that 
don’t happen over night so you got to start 
moving on it. 

“On the academic side, I think we are 


- going to be starting to look at how we deliv- 


er Our programs and doing the best job for 
our students,” he said. “I started out with the 
physical projects first because they take the 
longest to complete. I think it’s time to 
switch our goals and focus our attention on 
academics.” 

As for the RWEC, Gonzalez sees it as 
part of many changes that are transforming 
the campus. “It’s a long process,” he said. 
“Hopefully 10 years from now the campus 
will be the best in the system.”

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few weeks ago we asked students if they think 
President Alexander Gonzalez deserves a 
34,020 raise from the California State 
University Board of Trustees. While our weekly cam- 
pus quote is far short of a professional poll, the vast 
majority of those who responded felt that any extra 
money that the state has for education should go direct- 
ly to the needs of students. Though Gonzalez is not the 
only CSU president to receive a large boost in pay as 
well as a housing allowance, which alone is more than 
some Sacramento State professors make, he does have 
the ability to respond to the feelings of the students 
mentioned above. Chico State University President 
Paul Zingg has done exactly that by using his person- 
al bank account to invest in academics. 

Zingg was also given a pay increase from. the 
trustees while student fees went up 8 percent on Oct. 
27. He was given a $33,000 raise and a $20,000 addi- 
tion to his housing stipend but instead of sitting on the 
money, Zingg is using it to fund Presidential 
Scholarships worth $1,000 by increasing his student 
endowment fund to $60,000. 

Like Gonzalez, Zingg took over as president in 
2004 but differs in the fact that he has made it a prior- 
ity to donate one-tenth of his salary to the students. 

To say that Gonzalez isn’t doing his job well enough 

to deserve a raise is premature. He has been recently 
active in the fundraising for the WREC, there have 
been many interesting guests on campus within the last 
year and the overall ae presence of the universi- 


ty is and will continue to enhance towards 2010. There 


is no doubt that his cost of living is high as well. 

‘T have a mortgage where my payments are pretty 
high,” Gonzalez said, at the last student town hall 
meeting. | 

However, with all of this said, we would still like 
Gonzalez to view the actions of Mr. Zingg with admi- 
ration. Alumni of Sac State would more than likely 
send their children to the university not for a new high- 
tech gym, but rather for the quality and backing of the 
academic nature of the school. 

While the landscape of a campus is always luring to 
prospective students and parents, the assurance for 
middle class families that they will have the financial 
backing to put their kids through higher education is a 
more productive expenditure. 

Zingg is the leader of a university that has an image 
hurting from an ugly black eye right now and yet he is 
still attempting to reach his students the best way he 
can. With the recent student fee increases, the CSU 
system is being put in danger of what it was created to 
do: educate those of us that didn’t grow up with a sil- 
ver spoon in hand. 

We urge Gonzalez to continue to achieve the goals 
of Destination 2010, but we also would like him to 
push for a middle ground between his eae faculty 
salaries and our fees.

Cornel West’s speech overlooks 
personal, social responsibility 


ocrates is famous for condemning the 

unexamined life. On Dec 1., Cornel 

West, alluding to that famous potbel- 
lied Greek, also condemned the unexam- 
ined life, and then proceeded to expound 
his own theory of suppositions: A long, 
albeit contrived, political diatribe. 

It was an emotional appeal masquerad- 
ing as a form of rational discourse. 

The motivational speech (as I perceived 
it) seemed to have only one purpose: To bol- 
ster that superficial cultural phenomenon 
that looks for some ethereal explanation to 
‘society’s problems: A type of mysticism. 

The particular rationale that West 
appeared to promote in his “discussion” 
overlooked that aspect of personal respon- 
sibility necessary to function successfully 
in society. To simply lay the blame at the 
doorstep of “white supremacy” — that 
implicit, insidious force supposedly gov- 
erning all things in the U.S. —is to negate a 
great many things that contribute to social 
‘inequity. 

In a recent London edition of the 
Financial Times, West and colleague Sylvia 
Ann Hewlett described the results of their 
new study concerning the nature of hidden 

racial biases in the work place. 
- Both note in their article entitled “How 
subtle bias keeps minorities out of the 
boardroom,” that “‘in the U.S., 42 percent of

minority female executives in large compa- 
nies feel constrained by the white male 
model — constantly editing themselves to 
look, sound and act like white males.” 

The study shows, according to West and 
Hewlett, that minorities, or women more 
specifically, feel an implicit pressure (hid- 
den biases) to conform to a “white male” 
model of the working professional. 

This study is an example of what I 
understand West to mean when he speaks 
of an inherent “white supremacy” or euro- 
centrism. 

Now, I don’t particularly enjoy dressing 
up, but I certainly don’t expect anyone to 
offer me a position in the business world 
unless I dress accordingly — and I don’t 
necessarily subscribe to a particular style 
of dress, but I have no problem conforming 
to “western’-style business attire. So of 
course I agree that everyone, not just white 
males, should be held to the uniform stan- 
dards of professionalism exhibited in a 
given workplace. 


In other words, conforming to certain 
accepted social customs present in the 
workplace is not the result of some hidden 
racial bias, but is instead a pragmatic 
choice. 

When individuals assent to particular 
values promoted by a company, communi- 
ty or national government, implicit in the 
decision is a conscious affirmation of the 
benefits received by assenting. 

No country, community or workplace is 
perfect, and there will always exist certain 
inequalities within them. But one should 
not conclude that these inequalities are nec- 
essarily designed to keep minorities and 
women out of certain positions, or that they 
are part of a conscious plan to keep The 
Man in a position of dominance. 

Those individuals who feel marginal- 
ized by society for any number of reasons 
should stop asking when someone is going 
to give them a seat at the table; seats at the 
table are not “given out,” they are taken. | 

The sins of the past weigh heavily on all 
Americans; instead of pointing fingers at 
each other we should attempt to meet on 
that common ground where most, so long 
as they’re open to compromise, can find 


solutions to many of society’s problems.

Once again students on Jan. 23 will 
have to battle one another to park their 
automobiles in a parking space, while 
others will stalk one parking row waiting 
for that lone student returning to his or 
her car after class. 

The first few weeks of parking on 
campus this semester were not easy. 
With the loss of several hundred parking 
spaces to make room for construction of 
Parking Structure III, it takes longer for 
students to find an available parking spot 
while rushing to classes. 

Next semester, construction will 
begin on the new Hornet Bookstore, 
which will be located north of Parking 
Structure IT. According to an e-mail sent 
this October from University 
Transportation and Parking Services, 
this will take away 300 parking spaces. 
Most of these parking spaces belonged 
to faculty, so faculty will join the stu- 
dents in a search for a place to park. 

Most students are not optimistic 
about next semester’s parking situation. 

Nick Gaines, a junior criminal justice 
major, said, “Next semester will proba- 
bly (be) more congested because more 
people come every year.” 

This year, UTAPS opened up a park- 
ing lot at Ramona Avenue for students. 
The Hornet Shuttle transferred at least 
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Construction for Parking Structure Ill started over the summer and is still in progress. 


250 students a day to and from the park- 
ing lot. The wait time for this shuttle is 
about 20 minutes. 

Next semester, the McAulliffe 
Baseball Field parking lot on University 
Drive East will be available for students 
and faculty to park. Also the parking lot 
of the Knights of Landing, which is near 
the Scottish Rite Center on Newman 
Court, will be available to students and 
faculty starting next semester. Both of 
these locations are within walking dis- 
tance to the campus. 

One complaint that Tricia 
Prestimonic, a senior speech pathology 
major, has is the distance that she has to 
walk from her car to her classes. 

“Every day it takes me 25 minutes to 
walk to my car from my classes,” 
Prestimonico said. “I don’t think I should

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have to park 10 miles from campus.” 

Suzanne Bracamonte, assistant to 
UTAPS manager Nancy Fox, said that 
UTAPS is urging students to consider 
alternative modes of transportation next 
semester. 

“We are hoping that more students 
use the light-rail system since they 
extended it to Folsom,” Bracamonte 
said. 

Modes of alternative transportation 
include riding bicycles, the Hornet 
Shuttle, carpooling or walking to cam- 
pus. 

The Hornet Express Shuttle will con- 
tinue to offer service to Ramona Avenue, 
La Riviera Drive, Morse/Fulton and 
Howe/Arden Fair Mall. With the excep- 
tion of Ramona Avenue, the approximate 
waiting time for the shuttle is 40 minutes. 


Regional Transit offers free rides on 
buses and the light rail for students with 
a school identification card. 

According to UTAPS, several thou- 
sand students use alternative commuting 
choices. 

Lucy Sing, a junior liberal studies 
major, said, “I carpool sometimes, if the 
chance comes along. But most of the 
time, I drive.” 

Bracamonte did have a suggestion to 
students whose only option is to drive to 
campus. She said that if students must 
drive to campus, they should arrive 
either very early or late in the afternoon 
when more spaces are available.

being a flight risk since they turned themselves in on 
Nov. 28 after the warrant for their arrest was issued. 
They are due back in court on Jan. 5. 

“T can’t get into individual facts that weren’t already 
released at the bail reduction hearing and the arraign- 
ment,’ Riebe said. 

Riebe said that the rock that hit Compton’s car did 
the most significant damage. 

Compton’s jaw was shattered and his larynx was 
crushed, requiring two surgeries so far to enable 
Compton to breathe again. He also lost his front bottom 
teeth. 

DeLapp admitted to using both hands to throw the 
rock that shattered Compton’s windshield. 

Riebe said Guill stated that he knew there must have 
been some considerable damage when Compton’s car 
drove 40 feet off the road and into a fence. 

DeLapp and Guill continued to throw rocks at cars 
and caused at least six other acts of vandalism after 
Compton’s car crashed. 

“We're taking a look at additional charges based on 
developing evidence,” Riebe said. 

Riebe said there is no evidence of the men being 
intoxicated during the incidents at this point. 

“They had a gaming card, so I presume that were 
probably gambling at the casino,” Riebe said. 

So far, Sac State has not decided to take any action. 
Lori Varlotta, vice president of Student Affairs, said that 
she couldn’t comment on any individual student’s judi- 
cial file. 

“We're looking into it. It looks like these boys will 
be through the criminal process,” Varlotta said. “In sit- 
uations like these, we work with the right colleagues on 
campus to determine if we will put the case through the 

judicial process as well.”

When Sacramento State needed a new 
women’s tennis head coach in the summer of 
1998, Bill Campbell was hoping the university 
would find the right person for the job. 

He just never expected it to be him. 

Wife Margie Campbell had other ideas 
about what her husband ought to be doing 
with his time. Unbeknownst to Bill, she rec- 
ommended him for the job. 

“She knows me and what I like better than 
I do,” Campbell said. “I was excited, although 
I really hadn’t considered it at all.” 

Seven years later and ready to begin his 
eighth season at the helm of the women’s 
team, Campbell and his 
girls have been riding 
high in the Big Sky. 

They’ve brought 
home four-consecutive 
Big Sky Conference

The Sacramento State gymnastics 
team will be entering the 2006 season 
competing in a new conference, the 
Western Athletic Conference, opting to 
leave a league they dominated for four 
years. 

“T’m taking a risk here a little bit,” 
head coach Kim Hughes said. ““We’re 
very excited about moving into the 
WAC.” 

Hughes made moves during the off- 
season to prepare the team for a chal- 
lenging 2006 schedule. 

The team will be competing in the 
first collegiate gymnastics meet of the 
year and facing teams whose reputations 
precede them. The Oahu Invitational 
will host five other teams Jan 3rd:

When the Sacramento State 
women’s basketball team went into 
the half down 30-28 to the Bull- 
dogs of Gonzaga, head coach Dan 
Muscatell wasn’t worried.

second half, one of which coming 
from NBA range, finishing the 


game with 22 points, a new career 
high. 

“T relaxed abit in the second 
half,” Sheehy said. “I just tried to 
settle down.” When asked what she 
thinks of setting a new career high, 
Sheehy shrugged and said, “It feels 
good, I guess, but the win is the im- 
portant thing.’

PALO ALTO — In many ways Atlee Hubbard 
never left her posh Menlo Park suburb. So when the 
Hornets’ 6-foot junior outside hitter arrived for 
practice at Stanford’s Maples Pavilion on Wednes- 
day night in preparation for Thursday’s first round 
of the NCAA Tournament, the experience was 
nothing new.

In order to avoid his third foul, 
Hargrave said he tried to force his 
man into the help defense. 

The Hornets slipped, but not near- 
ly as much as they would in the past, 
going into halftime down just two 
points. 

“There is no drop-off when we 
put Haron in the game. None what- 
soever,” Jenkins said. 

Indeed, Hargrave has been a sol- 
id player in the early going for Jenk- 
ins, having started seven of the team’s 
first eight games. He is also second on 
the team in scoring (13 per game) 
behind only Freeman,(16.6) and third 
in minutes (28). 


“Haron is scoring points and not 
turning the ball over,’ Freeman said. 
“Him being out there let’s me know 
I can go 100 percent the whole game. 
I don’t half. to hold back.” 

In the second half, Sac State and 
Long Beach would toggle the lead 
back and forth, and again Hargrave 
would factor heavily into the game’s 
outcome, scoring a four-point play 


and getting a steal that led to the go- 


ahead score. 

Harris led Sac State in scoring 
with 25, followed by Hargrave’s 19 
and Freeman’s 17. Bausley also had 
a good game finishing with 13 points, 
nine rebounds, and six assists. 

The Hornets next play at 7:05 
p.m. Thursday against San Diego 
Christian.

“Race Matters” and “Democracy 
Matters” - discussed many other topics 
at the event hosted by UNIQUE and the 
Multicultural Center. 

Throughout the night, he spoke of 
topics often avoided — especially that of 
race. West discussed the struggles of 
blacks before, during and after the Civil 
Rights Movement. He touched on what 
it takes and what it means to face the 
truth in terms of who a person really is, 
or what a nation really stands for, 

And he spoke of these topics in par- 
allel to Parks, recently deceased, and 
what he described as her courage to be 
who she was. He strongly proclaimed: 
“Rosa Parks, Rosa Parks, Rosa Parks! 
She’s No. 1! 2005 will never forget 
you!” 


Speaking with different dynamics 
throughout the night and physical 
motions both large and small, West 
described his philosophy, his Socratic 
way of questioning and critical thinking. 
He asked: “Who we really are, do we 
have the courage to look at that reality?” 
West said that Parks did. “She did not 
blink,” he said, explaining that Parks 
refused to give up her seat because that 
is who she is. 

He said she had the courage to say: 
“IT am a human being and your dogma 
of white supremacy is endangering 
humanity.” West stated that everyone is 
of that species born “between urine and 
feces.” The night was full of serious dis- 
cussion, some, like the previous state- 
ment, was presented in humorous ways. 








He said that the focus of “let free- 
dom ring” has transformed to getting 
the “bling-bling.” The audience laughed 
and continued to laugh as the night went 
on. 

But it was not all comedy. West 
touched on the struggles of blacks — the 
struggles of slavery, Jim Crow laws and 
the Civil Rights Movements. Blacks 
had endured a lot of struggle, he said, in 
a nation that they helped build. 

“To be black in America is like 
Franz Kafka’s “The Metamorphosis,” 
he said, “(it’s like) to be un-housed in 
the house you helped to build.” 

‘To be black in America for 400 
years is being hated for who you are,” 
he added.

With shopping onrise 


this season, retailers 


guard against theft

The winter holiday season is a time when people are pressured to spend 
more than usual, and with an increase in consumer spending comes an 
increase in shoplifting and theft.- 

The National Retail Federation (NRF) reports that consumers plan to 
spend more than $738 billion nationwide on holiday gifts over the holiday 
season — a5.1 percent increase from last year. ! 

Locally, as it gets closer to the end of the year, theft has indeed become 
a problem. A big department store, like Sears, can spend millions of dol- 
lars a year on security, but it may lose as much as $2,500 a day to 
shoplifters during this time, according to the Sacramento County Sheriff’s 
Department. 

Shopping malls and big department stores are usually a primary target 
for theft during the holidays because they are large in size, and people 
think that they can get away with crimes in spacious places. 

Psychology major Jamar Sullivan has experienced theft himself as an 

employee at Casual Male Big and Tall, a retail store

problem this time of year, said B.J. Gomez, a loss- 
prevention employee at the Florin Mall Sears loca- 
tion. “There’s a lot to talk about when it comes to 
theft. It’s like we lose so much merchandise and most times we never 
catch who steals from us,” Gomez explained. 

Increase in theft during the holiday season may have resulted from an 
increase in online shopping. Although identity theft is one of the fastest 
growing crimes, more and more people are choosing to order their holiday 
items through the Internet. A 2005 survey from BizRate Research showed 
that 43 percent of online retailers plan to offer special promotions and dis- 


holiday season 





counts, ranging from free shipping to gifts with purchase, intended to 
increase revenues online. It is expected that online shopping will be at an 
all-time high this year, according to the NRE. 

A new survey of 1,005 consumers done by San Francisco-based Truste, 
a nonprofit privacy organization, shows that while 78 percent of U.S. 
Internet users plan on shopping online this year, more than 69 percent of 
those shoppers will limit their online spending because of concerns about 
data privacy, online fraud and identity theft. 

Malls and Internet Web sites are not the only place where consumers 
and companies are at a loss this holiday season. Food restaurants and 
eateries are also susceptible to this problem. 

During the holidays, people are uneasy and food complaints increase, 
said Deasia Jeffries, a manager at Carls’s Jr located near Folsom and 
Coloma Blvd. “Customers know they can get over onus and complain _ 
about food all the time, and all we can do is replace their food because the 
customer is always right. Sometimes I think they just make stuff up to get 


free food,” Jeffries said. 


Whether you are shopping online, in the store, or just grabbing a bite to 
eat, make sure you get what you pay for because the consequences for 


stealing are just not worth it.

There are many chapters of the Sierra 
Club — a club concerned with environmen- 
tal issues — but the Motherlode Chapter of 
the Sierra Club is the largest in the nation 
and the most conservative chapter in the 
state. 

_ With 13 different chapters in California, 
and many others spread throughout the 
nation, the club fights for the environment 
and shapes many laws and measures that 
Concer environmental issues through lob- 
bying, petitioning and their large member- 
ship. 

' “No other states have 13 chapters; others 
have only one chapter,” said State 
Legislative Director for the California Sierra 
Club Bill Allayaud. “80 percent of people in 
California put the environment high up on 
their list.” 

_ With many members, the club is very 
powerful and its support is highly coveted 
by those running for office, or those trying 
to get policies passed, Allayaud said. 

: The club has 800,000 members nation- 
wide,. with 200,000 in California, and 
20,000 in the Motherlode chapter alone, 
which covers most of the Sierra Nevada 


Mountains, from Yosemite National Park’s 
northern boundary to the Oregon border. 

“What we do is deal with just 
Sacramento legislation issues and state 
agencies that are here,” Allayaud said. 

“We establish relationships with legisla- 
tors to deal with environmental issues — we 
know our friends and enemies as far as the 
environmént is concerned, and act as advo- 
cates for nature,” Allayaud said. 

“(Arnold Shwarzenegger) doesn’t like 
us — we constantly hold his feet in the fire,” 
Allayaud said. “They say he is the best envi- 
ronmental governor, he’s not.” 

““He’s the best environmental republican 
governor that we’ ve had — he has a long way 
to go to become the best governor we’ve 
had when it comes to the environment,” 
Allayaud said. 

The group handles a wide range of envi- 
ronmental issues and concerns, from endan- 
gered species to air quality. 

“We are a staff of professionals in a full 
service organization in environmental 
issues,’ Allayaud said. “You name it, we do 
1 

“We’re trying to support other issues, 
such as affordable housing and jobs, so peo- 
ple won’t have to commute in order to 
reduce smog, traffic and sprawl within com- 


munities,” said Terry Davis, the conserva- 
tion coordinator for the Motherlode Chapter 
of the Sierra Club. 

“We’re taking on urban issues, which 
would have been unheard of 30-40 years 
ago, so things have changed,” Davis said. 

The club began with John Muir as one 
of its founders in 1892. Its mission was to 
make the Sierra Nevada Mountains accessi- 
ble to visitors, publish accurate information 
concerning the mountains, and preserve the 
wilderness of the range, according the 
club’s Web site. 

The Motherlode chapter encompasses 
24 counties, and many small mountain 
towns that are typically more conservative 
than larger cities. 

“We are the reds of a blue state, and it’s 
hard to not become frustrated because con- 
servatives tend to pay less attention to the 
environment than liberals,” Davis said. 

“The entire Sierra Nevada governments 
are extremely conservative, but I think 
they’re coming around because their econo- 
my relies on recreational tourism,” Davis 
said. : 

“People go to these towns to hike, fish, 
and get outdoors — without that they have no 
economical support, so they’re becoming 
more and more receptive to preserving the

environment,” Davis said. 

The club has plenty of leverage and 
manpower in supporting regulations and 
measures, but there are times when even this 
doesn’t work, and the club has to resort to 
the threat of a lawsuit to get its message 
across, 

“Sometimes we have to support litiga- 
tion if people start stepping on environmen- 
tal regulations, but this is only a last resort,” 
Davis said.

A recent example of this was when 
Roseville was planning on building near an 
area that contained vernal pools and endan- 
gered species. 

“They weren’t doing a good job protect- 
ing the area, so we threatened with litiga- 
tion, and settled it out of court,” Davis said. 
‘We bought the land and got the pools pro- 
tected, but it took the threat of a lawsuit to 
do it.” 

For members, the Motherlode Chapter 
offers many different opportunities to go 
hiking, snowshoeing, and cross-country 
skiing. 

“An important part of The Sierra Club is 
getting out and joining outings,” Davis said. 
“Many become active in the club through 
outings and not for political reasons.” 

“There are lots of people who go on 
these trips who are in their 20s.” 

But Davis said the younger members, 
mainly college students, aren’t very active. 
He said to get the younger members 
involved is a chronic concern for the club.

It took a lot of courage, he said, 
for blacks to nonviolently fight for 
civil rights in the face of injustice, 
violence and hate against them. 

“It’s of a glorious people who 
sustain grace in adverse situations,” 
he said. West explained that to be 
human is to be compassionate to the 
enemy. 

In the face of violence against 
innocent people including Emmet 
Till -—. a 14-year-old boy from 
Chicago who was murdered in 
Mississippi — and the death of four 
girls that resulted from a bombing at 
the 16th Street Baptist Church in 
Alabama, blacks continued to 
protest nonviolently. 

“Tf black people had reacted vio- 
lently, there would be civil war 
every generation,” he continued. 

And the fight for civil nghts, he 
said, was for everyone’s benefit — 
not just blacks. 

West stated that the youth of 
today is lacking a role model. 
Lacking role models like Martin 
Luther King Jr., Malcolm X and 
Rosa Parks has lead the generation 
of today to idolize figures like musi- 
cal artists Tupac Shakur and 
Christopher “Biggie Smalls” 
Wallace. Though he described 
Shakur and Wallace as musical 
geniuses who spoke the truth, he
